Union Proclaimed. 

^Tho interesting nuptials of Miss 
Columbia and Mr Vunoouvor took 
placo yoatorday at noon, in the 
proBonco of a number of spectators, 
whoso countoniuicos bespoke a deep 
and norvous(?) interest in tho ovont. 

o sooner was the Gordian knot tied 
and tho happy pair pronounced one 
by the "potent, gravo and reverend" 
functionary who ollieiaied, than ller 
Majesty's ships of war in Estpiimalt 
caught up tho dying echo of the sacer- 
dotal bonediction and boomed forth a 
royal saluto of twenty-one guns in 
honor of the occasion. ]S'o cards wore 
issuod, but tho marriage licenso and 
contract were publicly exhibited for 
tho gratification of enquiring frionds, 
and copies forwarded to tho country 
districts that all might bo onabled to 
learn tho terms of tliis blissful Union. 
The wooing and engagement were nut 
"of the most harmonious character, 
owing to tho moody disposition ol the 
brido, but tho proffered hand having 
boon accoptod and tho vow solemnized, 
let us hope that their path through 
wedded lifo may bo strewn with roses ; 
that, appreciating each other hotter; 
stoically overlooking mutual foibles, 
and boing kindly affectioaod the one 
to tho other, they may not only enjoy 
much domestic felicity themselvos, but 
may bo tho means of imparting it to 
those around thorn. "Well, the heads 
of our respective rival households have 
boon made ono, and it now becomes us 
to consider our position and duties as 
subordinate members of tho united 
familios. Tho first, impression that 
tho reading of tho Union Proclamation 
created (wo now coaso the figurative) 
was that however good Governor Soy«- 
mour's intentions may havo beon, tho 
measure has been clumsily matured. 
To proclaim tho Colonies united was 
simplo enough, but to make whcol fit 
within wheel — to connect tho dis- 
jointed machinery of the two Govern- 
ments, and make tho whole work in 
unison — required skilful engineering, 
and in this the publio are disappointed. 
Wo know very littlo more than wo did 
bolore tho proclamation was issued. 
Tho Customs laws of British Columbia 
aro now in forco hero, and with that 
excoption all local onactmonts aro to 
continuo in operation. But something 
olso was requisite bosidos re-echoing 
tho words of tho Imperial Act. Tho 
Legislature of the sister Colony should 
olearly havo been convened, and steps 
takon to prevent any collision botwoen 
tho existing laws of tho two Colonies, 
and to havo so prepared British Culum- 
bia for tho new order of things that 
injustice to any branch of trade or 
commerce on either side of the gulf 
might havo been averted. On the 
Other hand, while tho introduction of 
the now Customs laws bore will neces- 
sarily involve fresh hardships upon 
our over-burdened community by 
subjecting them to both direct and 
indiroct taxation until otherwise pro- 
vided by Colonial statute, was it not 
reasonable to suppose that due pre- 
paration would havo been made for 
calling the Legislature of the Qnitod 
Colonics together as .soon alter the 
proclamation as possible, that existing 
grievances might bo removed '! Every- 
thing is at present in conlusion, and 
in the absence ot explicit directions, 
those charged with carrying out the 
existing laws on ihii 
doubt and porple:

Thin is manifestly illegal 
and unjust, and il Bufforod lo continue 
will not only produce much grumbling 
but will Boriously impede traffic be- 
tween the two ports. In regard lo 
the luturo capital the proclamation is 
eilont, but rumor says that tho present 
stato of affairs will close with tho year, 
whon the Supreme Court is to bo re- 
moved to Now Westminster. We 
shall revert lo this subject in our noKt.

Whereas, by an Act of Parliament, mmle 
and passed in the Sedsion of the Imperial 
Parliament, holden in the 29th and 30th year 
of theJReigrj of Her Majesty Queen Victoria, 
Chapter CU, intituled "An Ael ior the Union 
of the Colony of Vancouver Inlnud with the 
Colony of British Columbia," it was utnoiij; 
other things enacted that from uud immedi- 
ately after the proclamation of tho nbove 
mentioned Act of Parliament by tho Govern- 
or of British Columbia, the Colony of Van- 
couver Island should be unitod with the 
Colony of British Columbia and form one 
Colony, in manner in sucti Act mentioned ; 

Now, therefore, f, Frederick Seym ur, 
Governor of tho said Colony of liritiHli Col- 
umbia, do hereby proclaim and publish tho 
said Act for tho guidance of Her .Maj- 
esty's Subjects and all others whom it may 
concern as follows ;

An Act for the Union of the Colony 
Vancouver Island with the Colony of Brit' 
ish Columbia.

Bo it enacted by tho Queen's most Excell- 
ent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords' Spiritual anil Tempor- 
al, und Commons, in this present Parliament 
assombled, and by the Authority of the 
same, us follows : 

1. This Act may bo cited as tho British 
Columbia Act, 1866. 

2. In this Act tho Term " Governor" 
means any Ctlieer lor tho timo being lawful- 
ly administering tho Government, 

3. From and immediately after the Proc- 
lamation of this Act by tho Governor of 
British Columbia, nod the Colony of Vancou- 
ver Island shall be and tho samo is hereby 
united with the Colony of British Columbia, 
and bencoforth those Two Colonies shall 
form and bo Ono Colony, with tho uurno ol 
British Columbia (which Union is in this Act 
referred to as tho Union). 

4. On the Union taking effect, tho form 
ol Government existing iu Vancouver Island 
as a separate Colon; shall cease, and the 
Power and Authority of the Executive 
Government and of the Legislature existing 
in British Columbia shall extend to and over 
Vancouver Island ; but in order that Provi- 
sion may be made for the Representation of 
Vancouver Island in tho Legislature of Brit' 
ish Columbia after tho Union, ibe maximum 
Number of Councillors in the Legislative 
Council of British Columbia after the Union 
shall, uutil it is otherwise provided by lawlul 
Authority, bo Twenty-three instead of 
Fifteen. 

5. Alter and notwithstanding tho Union, 
tho Laws in foroo in the separata Colony 
of British Columbia and Vancouver Island 
respectively at the timo of tho Uuion taking 
effect shall, until it is otherwise provided by 
lawful Authority, remain iu forco as if this 
Act had not beon passed or ' proclaimed; 
save only that the Laws relative to tho Rev- 
enue of Customs in force in British Columbia 
at the time of the Union taking olleet shall, 
until it 13 otherwise provided by lawful Auth- 
ority, evteud And npply to Vancouver Island ; 
and nnlil it is olherwiso provided by lawlul 
Authority, the Governor of British Colum- 
bia shall have, in relation to tho Territory 
for the tituo being under his Government, 
all the Powers and Authorities (or tho time 
being vested, in relation to the' United King-

Act interfero with the Exercise of any Power 
that would have been exerniseable by Her 
Majesty in Council If this Act hud not been 
passed. 

7. Until the Union British Columbia shall 
comprise all such Territories within the 
Dominions ol Her Majesty as are hounded to 
tho South by tha Territories of the United 
States oj America, to the West by the Pacific

Territories in North America, lo the North 
by tho Sixtieth Parallel of North Latitude,

clude Queen Charlotte's Island and all other 
Islands adjacent to the said Territories 
except Vancouver Maud and the Islands ad- 
jacent thereto.

COD SAVE THE QUEEN. 



H.M.S. Spitbful Re lie vino a Spanish 
Frigate— On the arrival of H.M.S. Spitelul 
at tho Falkland Islands, on dune 24tb, with 
tho new Governor, it was reported that the 
Spanish frigate Resolucion, having been 
orippled oy the lire of the Peruvian batteries 
at the bombardment ol Callao, and having 
afterwards lost her rudder and sterupost in a 
gale oil Cape Horn, was lying in great dis- 
tress at the Sea Lion Islands, dislunl about 
ninety miles south of the Falkland group. — 
'he Spiteful next day went to assist the un- 
fortunate Spaniard, The Sea Lion Islands 
were approached at midnight, when the grass 
was sect] to have been set on fire, either ac- 
cidentally or as a signal to ships. The Reso- 
lucion was lound, two hours afterwards, by 
firing a gun ami burning a blue light, which 
signals eha returned. The Spitelul sent a 
boat immediately, and look her in low at 
seven o'clock next morning. The Spanish 
crew were in a dread lul stale, with -100 men 
ill of scurvy, having been kept sixteen months 
on salt provisions during Ibe blockade of the 
South America ncoast. Halt u bullock, which 
was given to them, was instantly cut up with 
their pocket knives and partly emeu row. 
Mr Morison's letter say- : "It was very tlif- 
licult work lowing the Instate, as she swayed 
about from Bide to side, not being able lo 
steer. Oo the morning of ihu 27th, about two 
o'clock, we east oil" Irom the Kosolucion, and 
anchored oil Pembroke Lighthouse. At 
about nine o'clock we weighed and wont 
alongside Ilia Resolucion, and lashed along- 
side, but we found that we could not steer 
ourselves well enough lo enter t!.u harbor, the 
entrance to which is very narrow. We then 
east off and went ahead with the Resolucion 
iu low, but finding that we could nut tow her 
in without dunger to both of us, we cast oir, 
and both of us anchored. Next morning we 
weighed anil entered the harbor, leaving the 
Resolucion at anchor outside, in perfect safety 
however. We left Stanley harbor on the 4th 
of July, conveying the late Governor, Mr Me- 
tvenzie, to Montevideo. As wo went out of 
the harbor we passed Ibe Resolucion, and ex- 
changed a parting cheer with her. The Re- 
solucion is a very floe frigate of 3000 tons ; 
her engines aro 5(JD horse power, nominal ; 
she mounts thirty-eight guns — 32-pouiiders 
aDd 68-poundcrs. Had she not bean re- 
lieved she would probably have gone ashore 
in a gale which took place two days later." 

Tub Honors o/ Knighthood— Is knight- 
hood coming into fashion again, or is the age 
sick of titles ? It should, indeed, bo so, wheu 
they full, as they chiefly do und have dona 
for many years, not to merit, nor to wisdom 
nor achievement, but to riches, position, or 
the mere accident uf a chance. Yet when 
the Queen knighted Sir Samuel liader, and 
he accepted the honor, which ol late, by the 
way, several gentlemen have declined, it was 
felt lhat a graceful aotUn had been done, und 
that us the title honored Sir Samuel, so he 
shed a lustre upon it. We want no more 
turtle soup and aldormunic knights if we are 
to retain Irue knighthood ; but there ars now 
several " Toilers ol the Sea" wailing for re- 
cognition— men who in cold and darkness, 
iu watching and in storm, in evil report and 
good report, against trial and despondency, 
boie up and completed tbe great work of Ibe 
Atlantic cables. It would be well lo he 
knighted among such men, men who have 
proved lhat Peace hath her victories no less 
renowned than War, and who, in the midst 
of very villanous snltp. ire uud smoke ol gun- 
powder, which should have been damped 

wilh widow's tears, have, in the giving away 
ol laurel crowu-, dripping with the blood ol 
kindred, snatched an olive wreath to grace 
the placid brows uf their Mother England. 
Something, of course, inusi be done for such 
men. — Eny paper

CERTIFICATES OF ELECTION. 

Tho Mayor and Councillors severally ex- 
hibited Ibeir credentials and took thair Beats. 
» The Mayor tlion addressed ilie Councillors 
as follows : 

Before proceeding with the regular busi- 
ness of tho evening, he would, with their 
permission, Bey a low words. Ho congratu- 
lated the citizens on the selection of Coun- 
cillors that they hail made, and ho congratu- 
lated ihom more than he did tho Councillors 
themselves, who give their time and services 
gratuitously. Four of tho gentlemen were 
old public servants, who had done their duly 
faithfully before, and he felt sure they would 
do this year as tbey had hitherto done, and 
tho two new Councillors he believed would 
render them able assistance. He (the Mayor) 
felt a great deal of diffidence in occupying 
tho civic chair for tho first time, a chair 
which had been so ably filled by tho last 
Mayor, Mr Franklin, a gentleman of judg- 
ment, ability and tact, who had presided 
over tho last Council, ho believed, lo thoir 
entire salislactiou ; ho scarcely expected to 
coma up lo bis predecessor. The Council was 
placed it a very uupleasant position, it was 
Bupposed lo keep up an existence, and that 
upon nothing ; when taxation in any shape or 
form was mooted, there was an outcry against 
it at once- It might not be oul ol place to say 
a lew words about the By-law recently 
passed by tho last Council. All knew that 
they hesitated whether they would enforce it 
or not in the luce ol tna pieseut depression. 
Some money tnu.--t be had, and yet it was a 
most serious manor lo lay any fresh burden 
on the people at sunh a time as this. Many 
Could not even pay the taxes now being col- 
lected by the Sberifl for the Government. It 
wus lor the Council, therelure, to consider the 
preteut by-law, and to amend or adhere to i 
as it stood. A more general scheme thun 
the present one, embracing all professions, 
trades and occupations, was perhaps ex- 
pedient. Theso mutters required immediate 
and serious consideration, and ho (the Mayor] 
felt convinced that thej would weigh them 
carelully. Now that the new system of 
raising u reveuue by duties on imports was in 
force, the Governor and Council should be 
petitioned without delay, asking for tho re» 
peal of the real estaio percent act; this 
being accomplished, there would ho a great 
burden oil the shoulders of tlio citizens, and 
they would then willingly pay their Munici- 
pal taxes. He sincerely trusted that in all 
their deliberations, and at all times, the 
greatest good feeling and unanimity might 
prevail amongst the members ol tho Coun- 
cil.

I Proclamation of Union. — At 12 o'clock 
yesterday, amid the firing of guns by tho 
fleet at Esquimalt, Sberifl Adatnson pro- 
claimed the union ol the colonies, before a 
crowd of 21)11 persons, and Vancouver Island 
ceased to exist as a separate Government. 
Th'oTO" ""was - neither enthusiasm nor indigna- 
tion expressed at the announcement. On tin.' 
contrary, tho peoplu present appeared to b" 
in the best possible humor, and more dispos- 
ed to " chaff " each other upon the new ar« 
rangement than to oithei cheer or denounce 
it. The Sberifl was told that he was ubout 
to read his own doath-worrani ; a man with 
an excessively red nose was reminded that 
port was no longer free, and that if ho wisbi 
ed to preserve his color he must pay for it. 
Jokes were made at the e::p»nfle of in- 
dividuals who appeared in new lials or new 
garments, they being accused of having pur- 
chased on Saturday to escape the duties to 
be imposed on Monday ; and about one 
minute before the Sheriff had commenced to 
road the proclamation, u seedy-looking 
character was advised to hurry up to Govern- 
ment street and save 15 per cent, by invest- 
ing in a new suit. The rain was falling 
heavily at the time, and as soon as the load- 
ing had been concluded, the crowd disporsod 
as good-humored and unconcerned as it had 
, assembled.

How to Make Good Butter-— Leo, of Ray 1 
mond, New Hampshire, writes to the Rural 
New Yorker :— It is u well kuown fact that a 
good location and cleanliness arc among the 
most essential points in making good butter. 
Every dairy should bo eo located that it may 
bo cool and shady, with a good draft of air 
circulating through it. A largo dairy and 
well filled ought to bo the molto of every farm 
house. As soon as the milk is brought in it 
should bo scalded, as we get more cream and 
better by doing so. Iiutter comes bettor ami 
is not so liable to bo soft and slicky. As 
soon ns taken from tho ohurn it should be 
thoroughly worked, left until next morning 
and wotked again. Next salt in tho following 
way : Tako two quarts of good salt, ono 
ounce of sugar, and ona ouuco of saltpetre. — 
Use one ounce of this composition for one 
pound of butter. It should be stamped and 
left to cool before pulling in jars. Butter 
prepared in this way should not be used for 
two or threo weeks. You will find that your 
butter will be very fine, aa it will have no 
brittle or salty look or taste. By following 
this recipe your butter will keep tho year 
round, in warm as well ns cold weather. 

A Muddle— Affairs at tho Harbormaster's 
office are in quite a muddle. Alter the pro- 
clamation of Union, Mr Hamiy entered the 
office and commonceu entering and clearing 
vessels under the new scale of port charges 
levied at Now Westminster, thus ignoring 
entirely 1 be Victoria port charges. If the 
latter are to be also collected vessels will 
be compelled to pay tho charges of both 
ports, and Mr Wootton, our harbormaster, 
we learn, applied to Colonial Secretary 
Young yesterday for instruction as to the 
course he should pursue ; but tho answer re- 
turned wo did not ascertain. Upon perusal of 
the Union Act it is plain that only the Customs 
duties ol British Columbia apply here. Tho 
port charges aie as eutirely distinct (rem Cus- 
toms dues as are the duties of harbormaster 
and collector of Customs from each other. 
The Act does not extend the port charges ol 
New Westminster to Victoria, and as the 
local Harbor Dues' Act of Vancouver Island 
has not been repealed, the imposition of the 
New Westminster charges at this port is a 
mistake whioh cannot bo too speedily rec- 
tified. 

The Chief-Justiceship, — II was reported 
yesterday that Chief-Justice Needham is to 
be Judge IJegbie's subordinate ucder the 
uuion. Mr Needham holds his commission as 
Chief- J ustice of the Colony of Vancouver Is- 
land. That Colony has ceased to exist, but 
the local Act, uueler which ho was appointed, 
will hold good until it is repealed by " lawful 
authority," which " luwful authority " is tbe 
Legislative Council. Mr Begbiu is not a 
Chief- Justice (as is popularly supposed), but 
a pusine Judge, with the understanding that, 
when a Chief-Justice of British Columbia is 
appointed ho shall have the refusal of the 
position. The question has now arisen who 
will be chief under union '/ It is said that 
Governor Seymour favors Judge fiegbie for 
tho position, and rumor has it that Chief- 
Justice Needham will resign and return 
home, This step, if taken, will be viewed 
in the light of a public calamity by the ls- 
lauders. All classes here aie warmly attach- 
ed to Mr Needham, and bis departure at 
mch a critical period in our history would' 
bo sincerely deplored. 

Whisky Selling. — Lewis Lucas was 
charged yesterday by officers Abson and 
McAdam with supplying a bottle of spirits to 
an Iudian. Tho offenco proved, and the 
accused asked that live days be allowed him 
to endeavor to piocurc money to pay the fine 
imposed, if not too heavy. There was a 
further charge against the accused of using a 
knuckle-duster, but this was not pressed. 
Inspector Welch said Lucas had been in town 
three or four weeks, and had been cautioned 
during,, that time against whisky Rolling. 
Lucas said it was the first time he had ever 
been arrested, and if tho magistrate would 
deal leuiently be thought he could ruiso tbe 
money to pay a firio, but he did Dot want to 
go out with the chaingang. Mr Pemberton 
told him he should have thought of that be- 
fore he committed the offenco, but in consid- 
eration of its being his first offence ho should 
reduce the fine lo $50 or threo months' hard 
labor. 

Gold Hill, French Creek. — Dr Sheil, 
from Dig Bend, informs us that thu Discov- 
ery claim (commonly known as Black Hawk) 
on Gold Hill, two men, for the week ending 
20 lb Sept., $220 50 in coarse gold, one piece 
weighing $38 25, free from rock. For week 
ending Oct. 6th, the same men, in iho same 
claim, took out $130 ; for week ending on the 
Uih October, 8199 75 ; for week ending 
21st October, 8158, and for week ending 
•JSlh October, S250. The claim is in the bill, 
and tho tunnel has been driven in a distanoe 
ol one hundred feel. Dr Sheil, who is a 
brother of the late Congressman Sheil, from 
Oregon, informs us that it is bis intention to 
return to French Creek in the spring, and 
bring in a ditch lor thu purpose of washing 
tho dirt of Gold Hill. 

Nanaimo Packet. — Tho first shipping 
question lo arise under tho operation ol tho 
union proclamation was in reforonoo lo tho 
above-named schooner, which cloared last 
week lor the Queen Charlotte Coal Minos, j 
but was detained by bad weather. The 
charterers finding that if they were compelled 
to proceed to New Westminster to clear and 
pay duties as heretofore, it would entail an 
additional expense of fiom three to four 
hundred dollars, applied to collector Ham- 
ley for leave to proceed direct from this port 
but without success; they then applied else- 
where for relief, and finally ascertained that 
the difficulty might bo gut over by dischar- 
ging part cargo, and clearing afresh. 

Medical Men in the M inks— The miners 
of Kootenay, we learn, were without a medi- 
cal man during all last summer, and in case of 
accident or sickness very serious inconvenience * 
was felt by Bufferera. A suggestion has, 
therefore, been made by the Kootenayians 
that in the luluro appointment ol Gold Com., 
mlssioners to remote mining camps persons 
be solected who will combine thu two 
offices of administrator of the low and a phy- 
sician. 

Notices were sent to all tho heads ol do> 
partmenta and several of the subordinates 
yesterday informing them that their services 
would not bo required After tho 3.let proximo;
